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Paramedic 
loses job 
after death 
of patient 

A PARAMEDIC has been 
sacked after a man died on 
the doorstep of Walsall 
Manor Hospital amid claims 
nobody did anything to help 
him. 

Action has been taken 
against four West Midlands 
Ambulance Service workers 
following an investigation 
into Carl Cope’s death. 

Mr Cope, aged 47, of 
Bloxwich, was admitted to 
the Pleck Road hospital with 
chest pains on June 23. 

He later collapsed and 
died when he momentarily 
stepped outside the hospital 
building later that day. 

It is alleged medical staff 
initially ignored Mr Cope, of 
Parker Street, after he 
keeled over, while passers-by 
were also accused of taking 
photographs of him on their 
mobile phones. 

An investigation was 
launched and four ambu¬ 
lance staff were suspended. 

It has now emerged fol¬ 
lowing disciplinary panels, 
one paramedic has been dis¬ 
missed, while another 
resigned from his role before 
the probe ended. 

An emergency medical 
technician and an emer¬ 
gency care assistant have 
both been given final 
written warnings. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance spokesman John 
Hawker said: “It should be 
noted that all disciplinary 
action that has taken place is 
still subject to appeal. 

“The trust will do every¬ 
thing necessary to maintain 
the high standards of care 
that our staff and the organ¬ 
isation provide to patients.” 

Walsall Manor Hospital is 
still conducting its own 
investigation, along with 
West Midlands Police. 

School set to

ONE of Walsall’s biggest 
secondary schools is poised 
to reopen as an academy on 
September 1. Alumwell 
Business and Enterprise 
College will become the West 
Walsall E-ACT Academy, 
subject to a Government- 
funding agreement.

THE family of a father who was killed when his scorned 
wife set fire to their Walsall home said justice has been 
done after she was jailed for life. 

Georgina Vilella poured petrol over Carlos and sparked the blaze in 
Pleck Road while four of her step daughters also slept inside. She was 
convicted of murder following a three week trial at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court and will serve a minimum of 23 years. 

She was also given a 10 year concurrent sentence for arson with intent to 
endanger life. In a statement Mr Vilella’s family said they were looking to move 
forward after the 47 year-old killer was convicted for the offence on March 28 last 


year. 

His cousin Elsa Pontes Betu said: “We are 
pleased that justice has been done for our 
much missed father Carlos and for all the 
people that Georgina put at risk by her 
actions. 

“However, we do forgive Georgina for 
what she did and we are now looking 
forward to moving on with our lives to a pos¬ 
itive future.” 

The jury was told Vilella had bought a 
petrol container and filled it with about five 
litres of petrol, then poured some of it over 
her 45 year-old husband, or near to him, and 
ignited it. 

The fire killed the father-of-six while one 
of his daughters, who was 14 at the time, suf¬ 
fered “catastrophic” injuries. 

She suffered 60 per cent burns, had to 
have her left hand and both legs amputated 
below the knee and was only recently dis¬ 
charged from Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital. 

Another daughter suffered a broken leg 
and pelvis after having to launch herself 
from the window to flee the flames. 

Found 

The jury was told Vilella, originally from 
Guinea-Bissau, had bought a petrol con¬ 
tainer and filled it with about five litres of 
etrol, then poured some of it over her 
usband, or near to him, and ignited it. 

They were told she found out her husband 
had fathered a love child. 

Vilella said she had planned to take her 
own life, but went into the bedroom with a 
bowl of petrol and a flaming newspaper as 
she wanted to put a bit on his hand first so 
he could feel her pain. 

She claimed the bowl slipped from her 
hand and sparked the blaze. 

Speaking after the case Det Sgt Rob 
Bastin, from the major investigation review 
team, said: “This was a horrific case, in

which Vilella acted in a cold and calculating 
way. 

“We have evidence of her buying petrol 
from a garage a couple of days before the 
murder. 

“This was a premeditated act, which left 
six daughters without a father and at least 
one of those girls with life changing 
injuries.” 


Shoe shop 
will move 
into centre

SHOE retailer Deichmann 
is opening a store in 
Walsall’s main shopping 
street, creating jobs.

The news comes after it 
was revealed work on a new 
Primark store, part of the 
multi-million pound rede¬ 
velopment of Walsall’s Old 
Square Shopping Centre, 
has been delayed until the 
new year.

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Immigrant jailed over cannabis factory 


AN ILLEGAL immigrant who ran a 
cannabis factory worth almost 
£24,000 at a house in Walsall has 
been given a 15-month prison sen¬ 
tence and told he will be deported. 

Lam Nguyen, from Vietnam, was 
found with the 95 cannabis plants at 
an address in School Street, Darlas- 
ton, by police on June 7. 

Police officers, who were in the 
area over an unrelated matter 
became aware of a strong smell of 


cannabis, which, in turn prompted 
them to search the property, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard last 
week. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said 
the plants were found in a loft space 
and were not far from maturity 

The plants and equipment used to 
grow the class B drug were seized. 

Mr Rees said: “The defendant, 
who was alone in the property, was 
arrested and interviewed. He gave a 


full account to the police. He said 
that he had planted two inch tall 
seedlings, that he had been there for 
two months, that he had put in the 
light bulbs and said that he had 
grown it to smoke himself. ” 

Nguyen, aged 23, of no fixed 
abode, pleaded guilty to producing 
cannabis at a previous hearing. 

Mr Marcus Kraehling-Smith, mit¬ 
igating, said Nguyen had come into 
the country illegally, in the back of a 


lorry, from Vietnam and he owed 
someone £15,000 for the privilege. 
“It was the people who transported 
him he says put him in the house to 
farm the cannabis,” he said. 

Judge John Warner gave him a 15- 
month prison sentence and said he 
would then be deported back to 
Vietnam. He said Nguyen had been 
exploited but it was a serious 
offence. He ordered the destruction 
of the drugs and equipment.

“I witnessed just this 
week relatives hanging 
around at suppertime on the 
ward and then surrepti¬ 
tiously scoffing down half 
their extra dinner and some 
tea off the trolley,” she said. 

“This is in spite of them 
supposedly having protected 
mealtimes, which seems a 
farce. Everyone knows if you 
want free food you take a 
trip to the Manor to visit a 
relative - it’s that easy.” 

Ms Stroud contacted 
Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz and the Health Secre¬ 
tary about her concerns. 

The hospital was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

Delivery 
driver 
gets work 
sentence 

A FORMER driver for a Wil- 
lenhall food delivery firm 
has been ordered to do 
unpaid work after pocketing 
almost £2,500 of customers’ 
cash.

Henderson, of Kingshurst 
Road, Northfield, Birming¬ 
ham, has made arrangement 
to start paying back the 
money owed to the company. 

Sarah Woulfe, defending, 
said he had suffered per¬ 
sonal issues including the ill 
health of a relative.

Jail for burglar who targeted pensioner, 82

A BURGLAR who followed an 82-year-old 
Walsall Wood pensioner into his home and 
attempted to steal hundreds of pounds 
worth of goods has been jailed for three-and- 
a-half years. 

Mark Clarke trailed partially-sighted 
William Price as he was walking back to his 
home after collecting his pension on June 1. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
week that the 45-year-old collected together 
a telelvison, DVDs and computer games 
worth a total of £600 but was disturbed by a 
relative of Mr Price’s. Clarke fled the scene 
with only a screwdriver. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said: “This is 


a distraction burglary. The defendant made 
a tidy search of the property. He removed a 
television from a bedroom. He placed 
various items into a holdall, a large number 
of DVDs and Wii games. 

“He got everything ready and bundled up 
downstairs for their removal. Fortunately, 
he wasn’t able to get away with them.” 

The court heard Clarke had followed Mr 
Price back to his home. “He went to collect 
his pension and was making his way back,” 
Mr Rees said. “Whilst on that journey home 
he was met by the defendant. The defendant 
followed him back into his home.” 

Clarke, of Bridgewater Close, Walsall 


Wood, was later tracked down and arrested. 
He initially denied the offence but later 
admitted a charge of burglary. 

Mr Nayan Patel, mitigating, said Clarke 
had known his victim and was ashamed of 
what he had done. 

He told the court: “Nothing was taken 
other than a screwdriver which was later 
returned. “It wasn’t the most thought-out 
distraction burglary. It’s not the most 
sophisticated of offences. 

“He’s ashamed of why he is back before 
the court.” 

Judge John Warner said Clarke had a bad 
criminal record and since 2008 had been 


hauled before the courts for a total of nine 
offences of burglary, attempted burglary or 
theft. 

Sentencing Clarke, Judge Warner told 
him: “This man was 82 years old, partially 
sighted and had arthritis. I do regard him as 
a vulnerable victim. You took advantage of 
him.” 

He said the act had been made worse by 
the fact that Clarke had been on licence for 
burglary at the time. 

It was revealed earlier this year suspected 
bogus callers and distraction burglars have 
been targeting homes across Walsall an 
average of at least once a week. 


Joy as schools buck trend 
with their A-level success

THOUSANDS of Walsall students 
picked up their all-important A 
level grades, with many schools 
reporting record results. 

Across the country, the number of 
pupils achieving the top grades fell for 
the first time in 22 years. 

But some schools in Walsall bucked 
the national trend, which also saw 
overall results remain similar to last 
year. 

Students, teachers and parents were all 
congratulated for their hard work. 

A level students at Shelfield Academy cel¬ 
ebrated a 100 per cent pass rate, up from 98 
per cent the year before. 

Headteacher Bernard Dicksonson said: 
“The youngsters have done fantastically 
well. They are a credit to themselves.” 

Hard work also paid off at Barr Beacon 
School, Aldridge, where students netted the 
best ever results for the fourth year 
running, with around 37 per cent of grades 
at A* or A.

“It’s so nice that we can keep the feel good 
factor alive after a cracking summer - the 
Jubilee, the Olympics and now this.” 

Choice 

At Queen Mary’s High School, 20 stu¬ 
dents achieved all A* and A grades with an 
overall pass rate of 99.4 per cent. 

Headteacher Alison Bruton said: “The 
vast majority of students have gained places 
at their first choice of university and all four 
of our candidates for the University of 
Oxford secured their places.” 

Meanwhile at Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School, Sutton Road, pupils achieved the 
best ever crop of results, 

A total of 82 per cent of grades were A* to 
B and there was a nine per cent improve¬ 
ment on last year. More than 40 per cent of 
candidates got three A grades or better. 

Tim Swain, headteacher, said: “We will 
remember 2012 as a vintage year.”

University. 

Headteacher Jim Clarke said: “ We are 
delighted with these achievements, some of 
which are outstanding.” 

Staff at Joseph Leckie Academy, Delves, 
said they were “very pleased” with the 
school’s overall pass rate of 95 per cent. 

Eleven subjects achieved passes for all 


pupils, while 35 per cent of all entries were 
A* to B grades. Shire Oak Academy, Walsall 
Wood, netted an average points score for 
students of 856. 

The academy’s results have been improv¬ 
ing since 2008, when the average score stood 
at 574.1.

MOTORISTS with van loads 
of rubbish are the main 
source of fly-tipping across 
Walsall, it has emerged. 

There were just under 
2,000 complaints of dumped 
rubbish in the borough in 
the last financial year. 

It emerged earlier this 
year that almost £250,000 
had been spent clearing piles 
of rubbish in just 12 months. 

A report to Walsall 
Council said: “In 2011/12 
there were 1,994 fly-tipping 
incidences across the 
borough, well above the five 
year average of 1,540. 

Avoiding 

“A large proportion, 69 per 
cent, of fly-tipping involves 
van loads of fly-tipped waste 
as an off load from ‘white 
van’ building traders who 
are avoiding commercial dis¬ 
posal costs. 

“An additional 25 per cent 
of fly-tipping involved car 
boot loads and single items 
which largely consist of 
household waste.” 

Hotspots for dumped 
rubbish have include 
Goscote Lodge Crescent in 
Goscote; Shakespeare Cres¬ 
cent, in Harden; Chaucer 
Road, in Bloxwich; and 
Reaymer Close, in Leamore. 

The council says cameras 
had recently been bought to 
be installed at hotspots in 
order to catch the culprits.

Homes may rise from 
ashes of old building 


HOMES could rise from the ashes of a fire-ravaged former leather- 
works in Walsall. Site owner Pal Singh has spoken about his sadness 
at losing the Boak buildings in Station Street in a suspected arson 
attack. He had planned to turn the historic building into flats. 

But businessman Mr Singh, who has owned the site for the past 35 years, said he would 

plough ahead with the rede¬ 
velopment of the site, 
despite the blaze - meaning 
he would have to “go back to 
the drawing board”. 

More than 70 firefighters 
tackled flames overnight on 
July 23 at the derelict Boak 
leather factory, which was 
known for its iconic water 
tower. 

It has now been flattened 
and all that remains is a 
mound of rubble.

Manufacturers 
remai n positive 
but cautious 


SMALL and medium-sized 
manufacturers in the West 
Midlands are still reporting 
increased sales and predict¬ 
ing growth despite reports of 
an industry downturn.

Chairman Mark Nunan, 
said: “Over £2m in new con¬ 
tracts have been secured and 
these involve supplying high 
quality finished parts to the 
brewing, hydraulics and 
automotive sectors. 

“We’ve also enjoyed 
success overseas with export 
levels now at 15 per cent 
and, ideally, heading 
towards 30 per cent by the 
end of 2013.”

MOTORISTS and residents are 
being warned of disruptions 
during work to re-open contami¬ 
nated playing fields - as it was 
announced more than 20 lorries a 
day will visit the site. 

Work is to be carried out at the Broadway 
West fields in Walsall almost a decade after 
ball games were banned following the dis¬ 
covery of dangerous metals. 

During the £400,000 project, which will 
include the installation of an engineering 
cap and new top soil, Walsall Council chiefs 
are warning of nuisance around the site, set 
to affect local roads. 

Members of the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee are being recommended to agree per¬ 
mission for the work when they meet on 
Thursday. 

The Palfrey and Caldmore Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch said it was concerned about- 
noise and the extra traffic problems that 
will be created. Chairman Mohammed 
Rafiq, said: “To have 22 lorries a day chug¬ 
ging along is too much. 

“The Broadway has already got its prob¬ 
lems and the rest of the community is not 
happy about it. It is going to cause conges¬ 
tion.” 

But in a report to councillors, head of 
planning David Elsworthy said although 
there will be inconvenience there would be 
long-term benefits.

The enterprise zone, which will be made up of 15 pockets 
of land in Darlaston, is expected to create thousands of new 
jobs in the area.

Occupant 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian Andrew said:

FRESH fruit and vegetables being 
grown on an allotment at a commu¬ 
nity centre in Walsall are being used 
in meals in its restaurant. 

Diners at Goscote Greenacres can 
now tuck into meals made using 
food grown by users of the Goscote 
Lane centre. 

Tomatoes, cabbages, courgettes, 


cucumbers, shallots and fresh herbs 
are harvested from the site. The 
centre is for adults with disabilities. 

Goscote chef Tyrone Slater added: 
“It beats going to the supermarket, 
that’s for sure.” 

The Greenacres Restaurant runs 
a breakfast club and is also open at 
lunchtimes. 


MORE than £90,000 has been set 
aside by council chiefs in Walsall 
to cover the cost of replacing 
worn-out green bins in the 
borough. 

Authority bosses have been forced to allo¬ 
cate funds in case containers dating back 
more than 15 years need to be replaced. 

It covers more than 4,000 bins but is not 
a roll out of new containers. 

If someone has a bin they think is no 
longer fit they can request a new one and it 
will be assessed by council staff. 

Stolen 

But residents who have their bin stolen or 
vandalised must still pay a £18.50 replace¬ 
ment charge. 

A total of 691 were bought by families in 
Walsall over a six-month period up to spring 
of this year at a cost of more than £12,700. 

Ring-fenced funding for replacing worn 
out bins covers the financial year. 

Environment boss councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “These are not bins to be issued but a 
budget in case we need to replace green bins 
that are older than 15 years and need 
replacement. 

“A budget of £92,000 would replace 
approximately 4,500 bins.” 

The move comes after it emerged resi¬ 
dents who fail to bin their rubbish correctly 
are being visited by officials because tons of 
contaminated recycling waste has been sent 
to landfill. 


Plan for history HQ 

A FEASIBILITY study into plans for a 
museum and history complex in Walsall will 
be completed next month. 

It is expected that outline designs for the 
base, which would bring together Walsall 
Museum and the Local History Centre, can 
then be drawn up. 

It emerged that council chiefs are looking 
at moving them together with the leather 
museum in Littleton Street West. 

Other sites are also being considered 
before a final location is selected.

A GARDEN centre in Aldridge is 
poised to expand, creating new 
jobs, after more than 1,500 people 
backed a petition. 

Wheats Green Centre will boost its work¬ 
force to at least 30 under plans to open a cafe 
and tea room in Chester Road. 

It involves demolition of a polytunnel and 
building within the green belt and one objec¬ 
tion has been lodged against the plans. 

But a petition with 1,773 signatures has 
been submitted in support of the scheme due 
before Walsall Council planners. 

The proposed building at the garden

The objection has been submitted by the 
proprietor of the nearby Simon’s Restau¬ 
rant with concerns over parking and extra 
traffic.

War camp survivor wins 
medal seven decades on 


A GREAT Wyrley woman has 
received the Siberian Cross 
from the Polish Government 
for her time in a repatriation 
camp. 

Janina Chmielewska was one of 
many Polish people dragged from their 
homes and moved to Siberia in April 
1940. She was removed from the 
country at the age of 15 along with her 
11-year-old sister Helena and 13-year- 
old brother Wladek. The youngster 
was then put to backbreaking farming 
work and laying railway track. 

“The time there was terrible,” 
recalled Janina, now 88, of Jacobs Hall 
Lane. “They kept us sometimes 
without food for two or three days. A 
lot of old people died on their way 
there. We had to work in places they 
put us in.” 

Her son Edward, from Walsall, is 59

and a history teacher at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Heath Park Business & Enter¬ 
prise College. He said: “My mother was 
at home and suddenly the Russian 
troops knocked on the door.” 

“She was given a couple of hours 
notice and just told by them to ‘pack 
your things’. My mother would proba¬ 
bly have been one of the oldest.” 

Upon leaving, he said, his mother 
took many layers of clothing with her 
in order to barter with when in Siberia. 

“It had just been her birthday, and 
these were new clothes” he said. 

“Her particular village, Zablocie, 
was on the eastern side of Poland. They 
were all rounded up, not knowing what 
was happening and yet probably 
expecting the worst. She was responsi¬ 
ble for her younger brother and sister.” 

The journey was one of the hardest 


chapters for Mrs Chmielewska and her 
siblings. They were driven for mile 
after mile in cattle trucks in poor con¬ 
ditions and crowded spaces. 

“The journey itself was horrendous. 
It was hot and unpleasant. They only 
had one small area for a toilet. 

“People died in there. When they did 
stop, they were just hoping people 
would give them water.” 

When she arrived at the camp, she 
was left to fend for herself. 

In June 1941 the farm workers were 
moved again, hundreds of miles away 
to lay 36 kilometres of railway line. 
They were made to work until, as pris¬ 
oners of war, they were later released 
two months later. 

Mr Chmielewska added: “My 
mother met my father, Marian, in 
Britain. Dad was a pilot and mum a 
wireless operator. I am very proud of 
my mother receiving it. It’s important 
to recognise people’s suffering.”

BAILIFFS have seized eight 
horses on council land in a 
£12,000 bid to round up strays in 
Walsall. 

A total of £12,000 has been spent round¬ 
ing up horses roaming the streets of Walsall 
in the past year, it has been revealed. 

And it has been claimed the move has 
helped drive down the problem of illegal 
horse grazing which was at one point so bad, 
there were 80 stray horses in the borough. 

Council chiefs claim there were no stray 
horses at the last count, falling from 40 
earlier this year. 

Leader Mike Bird said: “We are pleased to 
say that the situation regarding illegal horse 
grazing on council land has improved signif¬ 
icantly from an estimated 40 horses to none 
at the last count in July. 

“In total, the bailiffs working on behalf of 
the council have removed eight horses that 
were left on council land to graze. 

“The safety and well-being of both our 
residents and the horses is our primary 
concern and we are delighted that this 
problem has greatly improved.” 

It comes after a crackdown in which spe¬ 
cialist bailiffs were appointed to round 
stray animals up. Notices were also placed 
at hotspots, warning owners horses would 
be impounded if left to graze. 

Permanent signs were put up in Goscote, 
Pelsall, Shelfield and Darlaston last 
autumn. Permanent “no horses allowed” 
signs have been put up in open space at Ross 
Farm, off Goscote Lane; Nest Common, 
Pelsall; Brook Meadow open space off Stub- 
bers Green Road, Shelfield, Great Bridge 
Road and George Rose Park, Darlaston.

Bus staff at a loss over 
list of items left behind 


FROM zimmer frames and 
walking sticks to wads of cash 
and even children - around 
50,000 items are left on buses in 
the West Midlands every year. 

And summer proves to be the busiest 
time for forgetful passengers. 

Staff at National Express West Mid¬ 
lands’ lost property departments say they 
are being kept busy with ever more weird 
and wonderful finds. So far this year, items 
include power tools, £2,500 in cash, kitchen 
equipment and even a rocking chair. 

In the past a zimmer frame with false 
teeth attached, a fully decorated Christmas 
tree and a computer monitor were left. Items 
are collected up by staff and taken to one of 
the company’s 10 lost property offices. 

These can often be treasure troves of 
unusual items, which leave staff scratching 
their heads as to how they ever got left 
behind. They are kept there for one month 
before being donated to charity, although 
around 60 per cent of owners are reunited 
with their lost property. 

Matthew Jukes, lost property co-ordina- 
tor for the Wolverhampton garage in Park 
Street, said: “We reunite as many people as 
possible with their lost property but with so 
many items it is a mammoth task. 

“The majority of our lost property are 
standard things such as umbrellas and shop¬ 
ping but now and again we get something 
which baffles us, such as furniture or false 
legs.” 

Mobile phones have become the most 
commonly left items, followed closely by 
umbrellas, homework and bus passes. Hun- i 
dreds of walking sticks have also been left 
behind. 

But it is in summer that staff see an 
increase in the number of items left behind 
and have issued a warning to passengers. 

Mr Jukes added: “Summer is a really busy 
time for lost property. Lots of people are 
travelling, and most of them are on days out 
or visiting friends, so they are in a rush.”

A SERVICE of dedication was 
held at a new memorial for an 
RAF war hero who won the 
Distinguished Flying Cross in 
the Second World War. 

Flight Lieutenant James Lucas of 
Wednesbury joined the RAF at 22, and 
took part in dozens of missions. He 
spent 296 hours in the air for his 
country. 

He was honoured with the DFC in 
October 1945. This was in addition to 
the 1939-45 Star, Air Crew Star with a 
France and Germany bar, a Defence 
Medal and War Medal he had already 
received. 

In January 2001 the father of three, 
and grandfather, died at 82, and his 
family wanted to create a lasting 
memorial to him. 

They have now unveiled a memorial 
bench at The National Memorial 
Aboretum in Alrewas. There is also a 
blue plaque on his former home in 
Chestnut Road. 

Bombers 

The service of dedication was taken 
by Father Kevin Palmer of Wednes¬ 
bury, and representatives of the West 
Bromwich Branch of the Royal Air 
Forces Association and the Wednes¬ 
bury War Memorial Group were there. 

Mr Lucas was a former Wednesbury 
Boy’s High School pupil and in the 
early years of the war was a draughts¬ 
man, designing bomb-proof doors. 

After he volunteered for the RAF his 
first posting was at St Eval with 
Coastal Command, where he flew 
Whitley aircraft. 

In July 1943 he was transferred to 
Breighton with 78 Squadron, where he 
flew Halifax bombers. 

Later he was with 214 Squadron, 
flying B17f Flying Fortress aircraft. He 
flew in 43 daring missions and defied 
the odds to return to Wednesbury in 
1946 unscathed.

Mirror Mirror is a 
Snow White update 

DVDs 

FAIRY tale revamps have been 
all the rage recently, particu- 
lary the story of Snow White.

A Dream-like production 



A Midsummer Night’s Dream (As You Like It), 
Royal Shakespeare Theatre, Stratford-upon-Avon 


RUSSIAN director Dmitry Krymov and his 
Moscow company’s original take on ‘the 
Dream’ for the World Shakespeare Festival 
was to ditch it entirely and instead perform 
their version of the play within the play, 
Pyramus and Thisbe. 

This highly imaginative production 
blended drama, circus, opera and the spirit 
of Monty Python... it even had an acrobatic 
dog who, inevitably, stole the show. 

Spectacle 

In a set designed like an unfinished 
theatre, the Russian company brought 
along their own audience members to pass 
cynical remarks about the tragic love story 
performed by these ‘rude mechanicals’, as 


Shakespeare called the workmen turned 
actors. 

There were English captions on screen for 
the Russian dialogue but this wasn’t impor¬ 
tant as Krymov’s play was a spectacle, 
dream-like and sometimes nightmarish. 

The actors manipulated two giant clank¬ 
ing and creaking makeshift puppets of the 
lovers Pyramus and Thisbe. Their interac¬ 
tion to beautifully sung German operatic 
arias was eerie, funny and poignant at the 
same time. 

Krymov’s play had a short run at the 
theatre but will live long in the memories of 
those who saw it.

Terrifying 
raid couple 
still suffer 
nightmares 

A DARLASTON businessman told today how 
he and his partner were targeted by the man 
who valeted their cars in a terrifying raid on 
their luxury home - as the man they once 
trusted started a jail sentence of almost 10 
years. 


Richard Barnfather also 
revealed that the frighten¬ 
ing ordeal had delayed his 
planned marriage to fiancee 
Debbie Leadbetter. 

Car valeter Nathan 
McDonald was jailed for his 
role as one of a masked gang 
who smashed their way into 
Mr Barnfather’s £1 million 
converted barn set in 10 
acres at Lower Rudge, Pat- 
tingham, tying up the couple 
and ransacking their home. 

Mr Barnfather, 48, who 
runs the Darlaston-based 
wire manufacturer that 
carries his name, was hit 
over the head with a fake 
gun and his 37-year-old 
partner attacked by the 
raiders who fled with a 
£44,000 haul of jewellery 
that included her £25,000 
diamond solitaire engage¬ 
ment ring. 

The gang also took Mr 
Barnfather’s brand new 
£198,000 Aston Martin, 
£78,000 Range Rover Vogue 
and Mercedes SLK. 

The stolen vehicles, that 
all had tracker devices, were 
dumped in Tipton, Smeth¬ 
wick and Wolverhampton 
within hours of the robber 
on March 9 

Cleaned 

Speaking after McDonald 
was jailed for nine years and 
eight months at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court last week Mr 
Barnfather said: “I think I 
first met him about four 
years ago when a car of mine 
was valeted as part of a Le 
Mans 24 hour race experi¬ 
ence. 

“He has cleaned our cars 
before. He has been down to 
our house. I feel it has been a 
total invasion of our 
privacy.” 

Mr Barnfather continued: 
“Psychologically its had 
quite an effect and caused us 
lots of trouble. I just hope we 
can get ourselves through it. 
Debbie and myself are going 
to have to try and pick up the 
pieces and rebuild our lives. 
We have sold the cars and we 
have relocated. 

“It has been quite a trau¬ 
matic time over the last 
three months. We had hoped 
to get married but that has

had to be put on hold. We 
have been abroad twice since 
this happened and she fre¬ 
quently wakes up after 
having nightmares thinking 
people are coming into the 
house. She has dreams 
about making her escape 
from the house. It has really 
shaken her up. 

“She is really nervous and 
it is going to take her a while 
to get her confidence back.” 

The couple were alerted 
by barks from their German 
pointer Tilly as they went 
upstairs to bed and thought 
they saw something moving 
outside the house. “I 
thought I might encounter a 
badger,” said Mr Barnfather. 

He went outside to inves¬ 
tigate and came face to face 
with the masked gang who 
smashed their way into the 
house as Miss Leadbetter 
locked the door and dashed 
upstairs to phone the police. 

McDonald was arrested 
after his blood matched 
stains found inside two of 
the stolen cars. 

An imitation hand gun 
later found during a search 
of his home in Merridale, 
Wolverhampton, was miss¬ 
ing a magazine cartridge 
found outside the Barnfa- 
thers’ home. 

The other robbers from 
the gang have not been 
traced and McDonald, who 
pleaded guilty to robbery 
and possession of an imita¬ 
tion firearm, has been too 
scared to name them. 

Judge Robin Onions told 
him: “It seems perfectly 
clear that, armed with the 
knowledge that he was a 
man of wealth, you set out to 
rob him. This must have 
been the stuff of night¬ 
mares.”

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 

I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. _ 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame. _

IT’S finally happened. My eco-patience has 
worn out and this month I’ve been using a 
Fluence in anger ... sort of. 

It’s actually been quite freeing, because all of a sudden 
I’ve started to appreciate more of the Fluence’s strong 
points and it’s still costing peanuts to run. 

The thing is, in busy traffic people get impatient and 
whenever space opens up in front of them, they go for it. 

It makes it hard to gently stroke the Fluence along admir¬ 
ing its silence, because you end up being cut up by lane- 


changers time and again. 

So the teddy was thrown 
out of the pram, the dummy 
was spat out and I stamped 
my feet. Well, my right foot 
at least, and on the accelera¬ 
tor pedal. 

The motor majors on huge 
low and midrange torque 
rather than top-end power, 
so in traffic the Fluence is in 
its element. 

In fact, using more right 
boot around town doesn’t 
use that much more electric¬ 
ity overall, and the extra 
pace you can make around 
the area makes the whole 
experience more relaxing. 

It’s surprisingly stressful 
to try to eke out every last 
metre out of each kilowatt of 
power, and letting my hair 
down was a sweet relief. 

It actually feels like a 
much better all-round car 
now that I’m not driving like 
Miss Daisy. 

The torque is a major plus 
and it’s pretty nice to drive. 
The one niggle is that the 
suspension could - and 
arguably should - be a bit 
more supple, but it goes, 
stops and turns quite well. 

Driveway 

The vast majority of 
people wouldn’t notice any 
difference between the Z.E. 
and a normal compact 
family car. 

It’s still as impressive as 
ever, especially around 
multi-storey car parks, but 
the lack of noise is eerie. I’ve 
been seeing a lot of those 
lately, as my increased 
mileage has seen me visit the 
public charging bays. 

I don’t have the ideal solu¬ 
tion to run this car like a 
dream. That would be a 
driveway and a charging 
station on my wall, which 
would mean cheap 
overnight charges and a full 
battery in the morning. 

I’m tempted to run the 
car’s three-pin EVSE cable 
from the roadside in through 
a downstairs window to 
benefit from cheaper 
charges at home, but trailing 
cables across public pave¬ 
ments is a risky business. 

At present, the Fluence is 
returning around 75 miles to 
a full charge, which is less 
than the 100 miles Renault 
claims, but I’ve stopped 
treating the car like a price¬ 
less Ming vase. 

Funnily enough, though, 
it seems to be covering a few 
more miles per charge than 
it was when it was new. 

Anyway, the main thing is 
that it’s just nice to be able 



to put my foot down when I 
need to and properly keep 
pace with traffic - or leave it 
behind. That instant torque 
delivery makes the Fluence 
deceptively rapid up to 
40mph or so. 

Other things I’ve been 
enjoying with the Fluence 
this month have been some 
of its in-built curiosities, 
such as the ability to change 
the car icon on the TomTom 
satnav. So far I’ve been the 
Fluence Z.E., Twizy Z.E., 
classic Alpine A110 and the 
Renaultsport Clio 200. It’s a 
small thing but it’s a 
welcome little injection of 
playfulness. 

Not so good is the car’s 
lack of useful cupholders. 
There are two beyond the 
gear selector in the centre 
console, but they can’t take 
soft drink cups from fast 
food outlets because the 
console encroaches on the 
cup space too much. At least 
the felt-bottomed central 
storage bin is a good place to 
drop oddments. 

In terms of running costs, 
it’s only incurring parking 
fees, and for a typical six- 
hour daytime charge (I 
rarely let it go too near flat 
where the charge time can 
be over eight hours) I pay 
£6.50. 

That three-quarter 
charge covers around 60 
miles with genuinely normal 
driving, which equates to 
around 60mpg in financial 
terms. Choosing an 
overnight £2 charge nets 
equivalent ‘fuel economy’ 
approaching 250mpg. 

In the kind of driving I’ve 
been doing in the Fluence, 
45mpg would be a realistic 
maximum for a similar-sized 
diesel, making the electric 
car look rather good value. 
Plus, you always have the 
same parking space avail¬ 
able at the car park. Hon¬ 
estly, it’s like being a VIE 

I’ve enjoyed having the 
Fluence around this month. 
The boot was big enough to 
transport a boxed 
microwave and a small set of 
bathroom drawers, the 
totally relaxed way it negoti¬ 
ates traffic is brilliant, and 
the fact I can drive it rela¬ 
tively quickly and still pay 
under the odds to run it is 
superb. 

I do wish it looked like a 
Ferrari, though . . .

THE early season bubble burst 
with a louder bang than Walsall 
would have wanted.

McCombe but there will come a time when 
Walsall need someone with a bit of physical 
nous. 

The benefit of the doubt is hard to find in 
football but the Saddlers, and David Grof in 
particular, must be given a chunk.

Paynter dummied, Brown sup¬ 
plied the pass and while Paynter’s shot was 
weak Grof let it squirm away for Brown to 
tap in.

WALSALL 400m runner Jarryd 
Dunn admits his biggest problem 
next season could be choosing which 
major competition to aim for after a 
fantastic summer.
